I the beginning God made Man upright, and gave him Wiſ⸗ 
dom, Knowledge and Underſtanding of Life, Light and Glory, 
I in which, while he continued, he delighted in the Sight and 
"Preſence of him who Created him, and gave him Life and Being; 
then he knew no Evil, but the Preſence of God was with him, and 
the Tree of Life Planted for him, and he knew his Creator, God, 
who made him; but of all the Creation which hitherto the Lord 
"had made, there was not found an help meet for him, therefore 
the Lord cauſed a deep Sleep to fall upon Man, and took one of 
his Ribs and made Woman, and they were both Innocent in his 
Sight, till the Serpent Tempted the Woman to break the Covenant 
Life which God had made with them, by which they came to 
know Evil, and were deprived of the knowledge of Life ; and 
Death and Darkneſs got Dominion over them, being drove into the 
Earth, and made Slaves to Sin, and Captives in the King- 
dom of Darkneſs, and therein Ignorant of the Cbiefeſt Good, 
till it pleaſed the Lord, in infinite Mercy, to promiſe Chriſt * the

Name of the Seed of the Woman, Gen. 3. 15. to Redeem them from 
that Slavery and Bondage of Corruption into which they were fallen 
by Tranſgreſſion; and becauſe of the Wickedneſs of Men before the 

Flood, the Lord ſaid, My Spirit ſhall not always ſtrive with Man, 
for that be alſo s Fleſh, Gen. 6. And when the Lord gave to Iſrael 
his Laws, adding the Law upon them, till the fulneſs of Time was 
come, that the Seed Chriſt was to be Manifeſted, he gave them alſo, 
with his Statutes and Judgments which he fer-before-them, his-Gaod 
Spjrit to Inſtruct them, and give them Knowledge of his 
Mind and Will, Nehem. 9. 20. in-alt the Statutes and Judgments 
which the Lord then ſet before them, which while they obeyed 
and followed, they always had his Divine Secrets upon their Ta- 
bernacle, and knew the Angel of his preſence to go before them 
in all their Undertakings, for his Name and Glory, and no Ene- 
my could ſtand before ee nor no Bleſſing Was withheld from 
them; the Word and Spirit o God was very near unto them, even 
in their Mouths and Hearts, that they might hear and do it, 
Deut. 30. 14. and was the only Guide of Life, and Ground of Obe- 
dience, in all acceptable Performances to God in all-Ages and 
Generations of the World, and brought forth a Miniſtration both

Facob by this Spirit, propheſied of the Coming of Chriſt long 
before the Law was given by Moſes, Gen. 49. 10. The Scepter ſhall 
not depart from Fudab, nor a Law-giver from between his feet, till Sbilob 
come, and the People ſhall be gathered unto bim: This was fulfilled in the 
coming of the Juſt One, of whom all the Prophets from Moſes 
bore Teſtimony, Act..

Kev 2.14. righteouſneſs, tho he durſt not take it, nor could not 
Feſepbus Curſe Iſrael; but informed Balak in a way- to inſnare 
lid. 4. p.83. their young Men, whieh' brought a fore Plague upon 
them, and kindled the Wrath of God againſt Balaam, that 
he became a South:fayer; and was ſlain among the Miiianites by the 
Children of Vrael, according to the Commandment of God, Foſh. 
13.22. Num, 3 1. 8. But while the Children of -I/rae! kept the Word 
of the Lord, and were inſtructed by his Spirit; in the time of 


Moſes and Foſhua, and from Foſhua to Fudah, and in ſome of the Pro- 


- phet; times, their Affairs both Spiritual and | Temporal -proſpered, 
and no Enemy was able to ſtand before them. Oo 
By the Word and Spirit of God, Joſepb Interpreted Pharaoh's 
Dream, Which none of the Magicians could, Gen. 41. for which 
he was advanced to high Dignity in Pharaob's Kingdom.

And in the Goſpel Miniſtration, the Spirit of Truth is univer. 
ſally tendered to all Mankind, to be the grounded Cauſe of the 
True and Saving Knowledge of God, and of his Son Jeſus Chriſt, 
whom to know is Eternal Life, Fobn 17. 3. | | 
And Paul Teſtified to the Corrintbians, As it is Written, Eye hath 
not ſeen, nor Ear bard ; neither have entred into the Heart of Man the 
5 things that God bath prepared for them that Love bim. But God bath 
revealed them unto us by his Spirit, for the Spirit ſearcheth all things, yea, 
- the deep things of God, 1 Cor. 2.9, 10. Here that great Apoſtle gives 
Preheminence to the Spirit of Truth, beyond outward Literature, 
(tho' he had a great fhare of it) in ſearching all things, yea, the 
deep things of God. And Cbriſ ſaid to the Fews, All things are 
delivered unto me of my Father ; and no man knoweth the Son but the 
Father, neither knoweth any man the Father but the Son, and be to whom 
the Son will reveal bim, Math. 11. 27. So the Root and Ground of 
-the Divine e of God, and the things of his Kingdom, was 
by the Revelation of the Son of God in Man, by his Spirit of Grace, 
Life and Fruth, in the True Goſpel-day ; and the fame Goſpel- day 
having Viſited us, hath brought forth the ſame Teſtimony; ſo that 
whoſoever attempts to ſearch into the Divine Myſteries of the 
deep things of God's Kingdom, and doth not firſt receive the Spi- 
-rit of Truth, and give up to be governed thereby, and let it 
be the Key in his Hand and Heart to open the door thereunto, 
but climbeth up and ſeeketh to accompliſh it ſome other way, 
is a Thief and a Robber, and ſhall never find nor be able to un- 
fold the Secrets of the Lord which are only Manifeſted to them 
h fear him, Prov. 3. 32. for they are hid from the Worldly 
"Wiſe and Prudent, that the more they increaſe in Earthly Know- 
:tedge, the further they are from the depths of God's Wiſdom. 
On this account, Chriſt ſaid, Strive to enter iat the frait Gate, for 
many, 1 ſay unto you, will {eek to enter in, and ſhall not be able, Luke 13. 24. 
Bur the Spirit of Man being the Candle of the Lord, being Lighted 
by the Lord, ſearcheth the Heart of Man, Prov. 20. 27. Pſal. 18. 
28. and diſcovereth the Deceit and deſperate Wickedneſs thereof, 
which none can know without it, Fer. 17. 9, 10. for it manifeſteth 
every evil Thought, Word and Deed, which the Enemy of Man's 
Soul ſuggeſts to him, and giveth knowledge and underſtanding of 
the Danger of it, and in Faith and Patience waiting in it for 
Strength and Power to reſiſt all Evil, it giveth Power and Victory

walketh in it, doth complain for want of Power to reſiſt the De- 
vil, and all his Aſſaults, Temptations, and Works of Darkneſs :

12. and 


ives them the ſight and knowledge of the Door of Entrance into- 


is Eternal Kingdom, and leads them by the right hand of his 


Power thereunto; tho' ftrait is the gate, and narrow is the way that 


leadeth to Life, and few there be that find it; But wide is the gate, and 
broad is the way that leadeth tofDeſtruttion, and many there be that po in 


tbereat, Math. 7. 13, 14. Soſthat whoſoever gives not up to follow 


Chriſt the Light of the World, can never enter in at the trait gate, 
nor receive Power to become the Sons and Daughters of God; 
but are always complaining for want of Power to reſiſt the Devil, 
and to do the Will and Work of God, which is Man's Sanctifi- 
cation; ſuch have not yet received Chriſt as he is given of God, 


to be a Saviour to all Mankind, from Sin and the power and pre-. 


valency of it; but implicitly count him a hard Maſter, who - 


gives not ſufficient Power to do whatſoever he Commands. 


Yea, fuch make him more unjuſt, (as far as in them lyes) than 
the Evil One, for he gives his Servants full Power to do his Work, 
which is Sin and Iniquity ; ſo there is no Complaint for want of 
Power to Sin in Thought, Word and Deed, but his Servants drink 
it in, as the Ox drinks Water, and commit Sin with greedineſs, 


without any Complaint for want of Power to effect it: Oh! Be- 
ware of this Unjuſt and Blaſphemous Opinion, or rather Delu-- 


ſion of the Wicked One, for it hath led many to Deſtruction, by 
not improving of that Talent which the great Lord of Heaven and 
Barth hath committed to them, which is his Spirit, a Manifeſtation 


thereof being given to every Man to profit withal, 1 Cor. 12. 7. 
And tho' he ſeems now to have taken his Journey into a far 


Country, yet he hath delivered his Goods to his Servants, to every 
one Talents, according to his own pleaſure, one at leaſt to every 
one, of which at his coming he will Require with Advantage, (i. e.) 
the Improvement of it in his Abſence, and who anſwers him 


herein ſhall have the Sentence, of Well done, good and faithful Servant, 


enter thou into the Foy of thy Lord. But if any ſhould 'negle&@ the 
Improvement of this Talent, and hide it up in his Earthly Heart, 


and ſay to his Maſter (when called to an Account) I knew thee to be

vet more Terrible ! Caſt the-unprofitable Servant into utter Darkneſs, 
where is weeping and gnaſhing of Teeth for ever, v. 30. Oh! Dread 
and Fear the great God, you who are Sporting away your. pretious 
time, and Eating, and Drinking, and riſing up to Play, and Feaſt- 
ing, and Rioting with Gluttony, and in Words and hard Speeches, 
Beating your .Fellow-Servants who are Improving their Talents 
in the time given them of their great Maſter, which is the Mani. 
feſtation -of the Spirit given to every Man and Woman to profit 
withal, ſome after one manner, and ſome. after another, accor- 
ding to the Divine Wiſdom. of the Giver ; ſome more, and ſome 
leſs, but a part to all, which ought to be Improved by all in their 
life time, and not Reſiſted and Quenched; for that was che Ruin 
of that great People the outward Fes, Ads 7.51. and made them 
leſs ſenſible of the Coming and Power of Chriſt; than were the 
Unclean Spirits, who Confeſſed that they knew who the Son of God 
was, ſaying, Let us alone, what have be to do with ubee, thou Jeſus of 
Nazareth? Art tbou come to Deſtroy us? I know thee who theu: art, the 
Holy One of Gad, Mark 1. 24. But the Chief Prieſts and Scribes of 
the Fews knew him not, but ſaid he had a Devil, Jobn 7. 20. and 
alſo that he caſt out Devils by Beelzebub the Prince of Devils, Mat. 
12. 24. But if they had received the Good Spirit of God, which 
was given of the Father to Inftru&t them, they had by it known 
the Power of his Coming, and the Vertue of his Life, which was 
given to Ranſom them and all Mankind from Darkneſs and the 
Power of the Grave, this Life was and is the Light of Men, John 
I. 4. and Lighteth every Man that cometh into the Word, v. 9. with and 
by this Light is the True and Saving Knowledge of God received, 
.2 Cor. 4. 6. and by no other way or means whatſoever, for God is 
Light, 1 Fobn 1. 5. and manifeſteth himſelf by and chorow his 
Son; and alſo. whatſoever things are Reproved; are made Manifeſt 
by the Light, for whatſoever maketh Manifeſt. the Deeds of Dark- 
neſs, is Light, given of God to lead out of Darknefs, and the Ways 
and Works thereof, Fob 29. 3. Iſaiah 55.4. The Light giveth 
not only Knowledge, but Direction to walk in the Way of Righ- 
teouſneſs, which alone leads to Everlaſting Reſt and Peace with 
God, I/. 32. 17. Prov. 8.20. This is the Way in which Abrab 
Jſaac, and Jacob walked to their Eternal Reſt, even the Way o 
Holineſs which the Unclean cannot alk in, but i is prepared or

Chriſtians, who by reſiſting and quenching the Spirit of God gi- 


ven them, are ignorant of the Power and Coming of our Lord 


*Teſus Chriſt in Spirit, and c innot receive him, nor the Teſtimony 
given ofhimby his Servants, but ſay as the Mockers which the Apoſtle 
Peter warns the Saints of, who walked after their own Luſts in the 
laſt days, ſaying, Where's the Promiſe of his Coming? . For .ſince 
"the Fathers fell aſteep all things have continued as .they were; and 
Revelation is ceaſed, and nothing now to be depended upon, nor 
expected, but outward Literature acquired by Man's Wiſdom, and 
the Letter of the Scriptures, which the Chief Prieſts and Scribes of 
the Feu had, and thought to have Eternal Life in them, but would 

not come to Chriſt the Light, and ſo ſhut up the Kingdom of Hea- 


ven, and all Divine Knowledge and Underſtanding of the things 


' appertaining to the Kingdom of God, from the Sons and Daugh- 
ters of Men; and will neither enter themſelves, nor willingly ſuffer 
-chem that would, Meth. 23. 1174. 
But the Root of Divine knowledge is ſpri ging in many hearts, 
and the true Light is ſhining out of Darkneſs in many Souls, 10 
rive the Light of the Knowledge of the Glory of God in the face of 
Feſus Chriſt; and this Treaſure we have in Earthen Vellcls, that the 
Excellency of the Power may be of God, and not of us, 2 Cor. 4. 6,7. 
And the Antient Doctrine of our Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, 
is renewed again, with Living Thankſgiving to God, who hath 


hid the Secrets of his Kingdom from the Wile and Prudent of the 


World, and hath revealed them by his Spirit, unto Babes and Chil- 


dren, who are taught of him; and hath Choſen the fooliſh things 

of the World to Confound the Wiſe, and the weak things of the 

World to Confound the things which are Mighty pres Go thingsof 

the World which are Deſpiſed, hath Choſen, and things which are 

not, to bring to nougkrt things that are; thet,no Fleſh ſnould Glo- 

ry in his preſence; This was the Lord's Choice in the antient Goſ- 

pel day, 1 Oy.

have ſeen, and ſuch wait low at the feet of Jeſus to hear bis 
Gracious Words, that they may ſpeak what their Ears have heard, 
and publiſh what their Eyes have ſeen; ſuch gathers not people 
ro themſelves, nor for their own Gain and Intereſt, nor ſerłk not 
their own Glory; but turn people to Chriſt, the great Shepherd 
and Bifhop. of their Souls, that they may hear his Voice, and follow

But the Worlds Knowledge puffeth Men up into Pride, Maſter- 
ſhip, and Lordſbip over God's Heritage, and ſuch are not Examples 
of Meekneſs, Humility and Sclf-denial to the Flock, hut like the 
Seribes and Phariſees which Chriſt cried. Wo againſt, who loved 
the Chief Places ar Feaſts, and to have the Chief Seats in the Aſſem- 
blies, and Greetings in the Markets, and to be called of Men Rabbi 
(4. e.) Maſter, Mat. 2 3. 5, 6. Mark who theſe are in our day, and 
know them; not by their Words, but Fruits, for that gives the true 
Knowledge of them, to whom the Wo now is, as Chriſt aid; A. 
7.15, 16. And they. who increaſe in the World's Knowledge, 
-encreaſeth Sortow, Ecelel. 1. i888. 107

Behold a Virgin ſhall-Conceive and Bear a Son, and 
they fhall call bis Name Emanuel, or God with as; which Name can 
agree tO none, but to him thar is both God and Man ; to this a- 
greeth the Propheſy of the Prophet 1/aiab, A Virgin ſhall be with 
Child, and ſhall bear à Son, and they ſhall call his Nom Emanuel, which 

Ey Interpretation is, God with us, Math. 1. 23. and Lake 1. 27. And 
the Apoſtle writing to the Romans concerning the Righteouſneſs of 
Faith, Cc. For Moſes deſcribeth the Righteouſneſs, which is of the Law, 
that the Man who doth theſe things ſhall live by them; but the Righ- 
teouſmeſs which uu of Faith ſpeaketh on this wiſe, Say not in thine heart, 
Who [Wall aſcend into Heaven ? That is, to bring Chrift down from above: 
Or ho ſhall deſcend into the deep? That is, to bring Chriſt again from the 
deu: But what faith it? The Word is nigh thee, even in thy mouth, and 
wu heart, that is the Word of Faith whith we preach, Rom. 10. 5, 6, 
77 N. John 8. 31, 32. by which Freedom and Redemption is ob- 


tait'd, according to the Teſtimony of Jeſus Chriſt, 
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And before he aſcended to the Father, he promiſed to ſend unto. 
his Diſciples the Holy Ghoſt, which is the Spirit of Truth, which 
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when on 
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mould guide chem into all Truth, 'Foby 16. 13. This was, and is. 
the true Guide of Life, Doctrine, and Converſation, to all true 
Goſpel-Believers, and will ſo continue to the End, to all who truly 
receive it, and. walk in it, to whom there is no Condemnation, 
Rom. 8. 1. For the true Goſpel-Miniltration, is a Miniſtration of 
the Spirit, and its Commands are Spiritual, which no Carnal Man

Here was that Feaſt which ended, and was the 
Subſtance of all the Jes Feaſts, which were many and great, in re- 
membrance that the Lord paſſed over the Doors of the : Hebrews, 
when he deſtroyedthe Egyprians, where the Blood ofthePaſchal Lamb 
was ſprinkled upon the Lintel, and the Door cheek, according to 
the Commandment of Moſes, Exod. 12. 22, 23. And Chriſt the 
Paſchal Lamh offered himſelf once for all, that he might bear the Sins 
of many, in that- Body wherein he finiſhed the. Work his Father 
ve him to do on Earth, which the Spirit of Truth (in our Day) 
arh given us the true Knowledge, and ſincere Eſteem of; and allo, . 
that he is come again in Spirit, to ſprinkle our Hearts with his 
Blood; and if. we keep within, the deſtroying Angel ſent of God 
to (mite the Egyptians, will paſs over our Houſes : This was typifi- 
ed forth by the outward Paſſover, a Feaſt often kept. by the ourward.. 
Fews, who had the outward Circumciſion, Temple. and Offerings ; 
and yet were ignorant of Chriſt, the true Chriſtian Paſſover, whoſe: 
Blood had ſprinkled the Hearts and Conſciences of all true Belieyers,. 
that the Deſtroyer could not enter into their Houſes, Thus was 
Salvation brought, about them, for Walls. and Bulwarks, according, 
to the Teſtimony of Iſaiab the Prophet, 1/9. 26. 1. And the Church 
began to put on her beautiful Garments, . and no more to be called 
Deſolate nor Forſaken ; for her Stones were Liying, built up together 
a ſpiritual} Houſhold, ao Hahitation of God, through bis Spirit, in 
which they Worſhiped- him, and kept his Ordinances 3 the true. 
Church her Bread was Living, and her Wine well refined ; Her Bi-

This was her State in the antient Goſpel-day : But after the Spi- 
rit of Antichriſt prevailed, and Men forſook the Lord, the Fountain 
of Living Waters, and digged to themſelves Ciſterns that would 
hold no Water; Then the falſe Church hegan to cloath her ſelf 


wich a glerious out ſide, and fate as a Queen, having a Golden Cup 


in tier Hand, full of the Filthineſs of her Fotnication; ſo that ſhe 
prevailed with the Potentates of the Earth, and made them drunk 
with her Cup; by which their Hearts and Minds were adulterated 
from God. The great D/agon, that old Serpent, called the Devil. 
being caſf doun into the Earth; and the Beaſt that had ſeven Heads, 
and ten Horns, roſe ont of the Sea, and upon his Heads the Name 
of Blaſphemy: And another Beaſt roſe out of che Earth, which had 
two Horns like a Lamb; but he fpoke like the Dragon, and exer- 
ciſed all the power of the firſt Beaſt, and cauſed them who den
